CHINA AND JAPAN, : 

- Newspaper stories, to use an American 
phrase, have been tald in the capital with 
such ao bewildering succession this past 
week that moat correspondents have 
become completely satiated. Political 
developments which might have been 
treated daily for a week and longer have 
to be dealt with at once, and then fall 
to mere paragraph dimenbions by reason 
of other sensations calling for ventilation. 

Take the Obata incident with ita sugges: 
tion of Japane-e control over the Chinese 
delogiles at the Peltte Conferance. So 
far as Peking and Tokyo are concerned, 
the incident would appear to be closed, 
but the echoes are stil) being heard. 
Btatements Chinda 
Baron Makino, intended for consumption 
in Europe, have heen telegraphed ‘here.

Tang Shao- 
yi has telegraphed to Peking that tho 
terseness of the Acting Minister of For- 
eign Affairs’ cabled communication that 
the report of the Japanese Minister's 
visit to the Waichiaopu, which appeared 
in the Chinese Press on February 10th, 
makes it impossible for him to under- 
stand the communication.

‘Mr. Chen Lu is 
doubtless, carrying out Cabinet wishes 
‘and not expressing his own statements 
when transmitting the message The 
report in question was an official one 
issued to the Chinese Press. It was a 
modified report and contained none of 
the sensational clements which charac 

I teriscd those appearing in the foreign 
Press. By this camouflaged statement it 
was hoped to allay’ Japanese resentment 
at the publicity which had been given to 
the incident, and algo to calm the public. 
One may doubt its success ir either 
reapect, The Southern delegates will 
want to know more about the visit and 
‘its bearing on the rélations between the 
two countries. 

Perhaps the next most important de- 
velopment was the decision ta divulge 
the ‘several ‘treaties existing between 
China and Inpan to the Peace Contfer- 
ence. This decision represents a ‘distinct 
triumph for the President, whose pex- 
sistencs, backed by foreign’ sympathy, 
obliged the pro-Japanese section of the 
Cabinet to give way and agree to the 
publication of the agreements. Docu- 
menta relating to the Twenty-one De- 
mands of 1915 and to the Sino-Japancso 
Military Convention of last year were 
catriod by the delegatés when they left 
Peking. Rumour hath it that copies of

"RAILWAY CAR SHORTAGE, 


Complaints havo long been made re 
garding the car shortage on the Peking- 
Hankow Railway, which, though bad in 
ityelf, was rendered worse by the diseri- 
mination exercised by the Ministry of 
Communications in favour of h- single 
firm. Matters have come to such a pasa 
that the Allied Ministers have had to 
protest in an identic Note, which they 
addressed to the Chinese Government on 
Thursday afternoon. The Note attribut- 
ed the shortage, which was responsible 
for injury tu foreign Grade interests, to 
the use of the cars for military purposes 
und to the fact that the Minister of 
Communications had placed the majority 
of the cars available at the digposal of 
a single firm. Tsao Ju-lin's reply will 
be awaited with interest, The complaint, 
it should he stated, was considered to be 
long over-due, 


PEKING NOTES. 


lu is reported on good authority that 
the Bank of Communications is prepar- 
ed to resume specio payment, but, that 
the Bank of China is not quite in the 
same comfortable position. Undoubted- 
ly, iv would be wiser policy that specie 
payment should be resumed simultancous- 
ly, and the wworitorium, which has been 
in operation for nearly four years, lift- 
ed. The notes stand at 75, and the tend- 
ency’ ig still upward, Some days ago 
it was. announced that the redeemed 
notes, which have already been cul, were 
to be publicly burned. This wasteful- 
ness is, perhaps, to be condoned by the 
eflect. which it would have on the public, 
by restoring confidence in the two banks, 
but it does seem extravagant in these 
days of paper shortage to destroy paper 
of auch exceptional quality which might 
be used for other purposes. 
OPLUM SUPPRESBION. 

Opinion in London agrees with ad 

vanced foreign and Chinese opinion in 

China that only by restricting the eul- 
tivation of the poppy outside of China 

to legitimate medicinal requirements can 

smuggling be prevented and the drug 
habit eradicated in this country. This 
is the policy of the newly-formed 1n- 
lernational Anti-Opium Aggociation, 
whose conetitution was formally adopted 
on Wednesday. In this connection it 
should be pointed out that the mandate 
issued, by the President last night enjoin- 
ing officials wo carry out the law in the 
matter of prohibiting the cultivation of 
the poppy and preventing smuggling was 
couched in stronger Innguage than His 
Excellency hag hitherto adopted. He 
did not adopt the old Imperial warning 
“Tremble and -obey,’’ but he got very 
near to it. The concluding sentence was: 
“Let all remember this with awe.” 

A GIGANTIC SQUEEZE. 

The gigantic ‘ squeeze,” which sone 
Uhinese official in the Balt Gabelle at- 
tempted to put over the merchants of fobr 
provinces, and which was promptly ex- 
posed in the Shanghai Press, has not 
yet resulted, so far os I can learn, in 
any dismissals, though I was assured, on 
Saturday, that the document in question 
had) been seen by 0 prominent official.
